Coming to the Capital. 


After a wonderful Journey from Buf- 


falo—a journey of nearly 500 miles 
between parallel lines of bared heads 
and weeping eyes—the funeral . train 
drew Into the Washington station last 
night at 8:-«r. o'clock. A tremendous 
throng was assembled to greet It. His- 
toric Pennsylvania avenue, was a sea 
of faces, white arid black, as far OK eye 
could reach. 
Not many more people 


•were gathered there those two 4ths of 
March when William McKlnley rode 
•long this same thoroughfare from the 
White House to the capitol to' receive 
the civic crown. Last night ho was 
crowned with a wreath of love and 
grief such as has never before been 
placed upon the brow of an American 
statesman. 


'Currlml to tho White Houan. 


In the press of people who stood 


while EwnltliiK the funeral train were 
Secretaries Hay and Gage, officers of 
the army and navy and high officials at 
the executive branches. 
V.'ith Presi- 


dent Roosevelt at Us head the cortege 
was quickly formed and the casket 
containing'the body of the late Presi- 
dent was quickly borne to the execu- 
tive mansion amid scenes of woe and 
sorrow Unexampled In the history of 
the national capital. ' There 
it was 


placed upon a bier erected In the fam- 
ous east room, scene of so much of the 
ceremonial history of our country, and 
there it was left for the night under 
the-guard of sailors and soldiers. 


Day m Mcmorolile One. 


William McKlnley was back In the 


White House-^back in the nerve center 
of the national government whore he 
had been twice, sent>by the. .popular, 
voice and where he had labored so 
long and so well. This was the end of 
a memorable day. That Journey from 
Buffalo with the body of President Mc- 
Klnley will never*be forgotten by any 
man or woman who made It, It was a 
Journey from the. great lakes to tide- 
water through walls of weeping people. 
Bells tolled, choirs sang, bands played 
dirges, veterans and societies stood 
with draped banners and bare heads 
all along the route. The black drap- 


" ery of mourning was everywhere to be 


seen. 


Mrs. McKlnley H«nr* Up W«ll. \ 


Mrs. McKlnley appeared to stand the 


terrible strain of the day's Journey 
from Buffalo to Washington extremely 
well, although once or twice she was 
undoubtedly on the verge of collapse, 
and had to be given stimulants to keep 
her up. When she arrived at the White 
House she was at once taken to her 
familiar rooms and was surrounded by 
the tender and loving care of her Im- 
mediate family. 


Koo*f!T«lt'a Quiet Dignity. 


President Roosevelt made his first 


appearance In his new official capacity 
here In Washington with an amount of 
gentle dignity which created an ex- 
tremely favorable impression. He was 
quiet and 'was not at all overwhelmed, 
but It Is evident to all who saw him— 
•nd they not so many—that his sor- 
row, was sincere and extremely deep- 
.roote'd.-

Roosevelt, Jr), awaiting his arrival. He

The 8er»lce» Today. 


The sen-Ice today engaged the at- 


tention of all the people of Washing- 
ton to an extraordinary degree, be- 
cause It Involved first the public offi- 
cial service and then the lying In state 
at the Capltol 
Building. After 
the 


funeral nearly &0.000 people 
passed 


through the great rotunda of the Cap- 
ltol -and looked upon the face of the 
dead president as he lay In state. 


The casket was placed upon the same 


base as that used at the funeral of 
President Lincoln, and It Is a remark- 
able fact that the body of 
Qarfleld 


rested on this same construction, which 
has been prea»nr«d in th« vaults under 


been used for the funeral of any other 
president, and now for the third time- 
It sustained the casket of a martyred 
president. It has been brought Into use 
for the funornls of Sumner, Thaddeus 
Stevens, Vice-President Wilson, Gen- 
eral John -A. Logan, and Chief Justice 
Walte, and It seems to have a grow- 
some history of Its own, which was 
only accentuated by Its use for the 
nst public honors to the memory of 
William McKlnley. The procession to- 
day 'was a striking outpouring of the 
people of Washington, and both civic 
and military associations participated 
owing to the extreme affection of tin 
people here for President McKlnley. 


Sylvester, Superintendent of Police, 
has received a letter from Chief .Benja- 
min Murphy of the Jersey City police 
giving a description of the man, sup- 
posed to be an Anarchist, who said he 
was going to Buffalo to kill President 
Roosevelt.
